Upon review of Applicants' amendments, it appears a restriction requirement is necessary 
because each inhibitor of angiogenesis is viewed as a distinct product that can be used for the 
method of the instant invention. Applicants' remarks will be addressed once an invention is 
elected. 

Claims 1-131, 147, 155-170, 173-176 are canceled. Claims 148-154 are withdrawn.
